The attrac- 
tive stucco building contains fou 
classrooms, accommodation for home 
economics, shop, an up-to-date lab 
for science and an auditorium seat- 
ing 300 people. 

Built at a cost of $180,000, the 
school is one of six projects com- 
pleted this year by the Olds school 
division at a total cost of $1,000,000. 
The others were schools at Carstairs, 
Sundre, Midway Centre, May City 
and Didsbury. 

The new school at Torrington ac- 
commodates students from grades 
V to XII. The lower grades 
housed in the other two-room school, 
which was built in 1941. 

A total of 163 pupils are enrolied 
in the Torrington school, 104 of 


them coming by bus. There are five | d

Although this is not the season for 
seeding hay and pasture crops, it is 
| time to plan for them and secure the 
seed required, 

Following is a list of the common 
legumes used and some advantages 
of each one. Alfalfa is a perennial 
vhich can be cut twice for hay in one 
season. In pasture it must be kept 
at a low percentage due to the dang- 
ers of bloat. Alfalfa has an exten- 
sive top root system and does well on 
moist soils as long as they are noi 
subject to flooding. Alsike, another 
legume, does very well on low and 
peat lands. It produces high ton- 
nages of hay and is excellent pasture 
in grass mixtures. 

Altaswede, ved clover, will produce 
good hay and can be used in pasture 
tnixtures. It does well in low heavy 
soils. Sweet clover is a biennial not 
used much for pasture and to a 
limited extent for hay It. howevei 
is an excellent legume crop to turn 
in as green pasture All these le- 
gumes add nitrogen and fibre to the 
soil, 

In the grasses used for hay and 
pasture perhaps the most widely 
xroWn one is brome. It will produce 
high tonrage of good hay and 
quite satisfactory as a pasture. Fes- 
cue is used extensively as a pasture 
urass and proves very satisfactory, 
forming a firm sed. It is not rec-

It’s 
functions today are divided 
into two categories — the con- 
struction and maintenance of 
public buildings. Construc- 
tion includes planning and 
supervising the erection of 
large buildings and the actual 
construction work on smaller 
projects. Maintenance covers 
a Wide variety of activities, in- 
cluding the manufacturing and 
repair of office furniture, 
cleaning and maintenance of 
government buildings, care of 


grounds, the maintenance end 
servicing of government ve- 
hicles, 


By the end of 1953, the De- 
partment held ownership, in 
the name of the Minister of 
Public Works, to 871 buildings 
throughout the Province, These 
range from such impressive 
structures as the Legislative, 
Natural Resources and Admin- 
istration Buildings in Edmon- 
ton to modest forestry cabins 
scattered through the western 
and northern sections of Al- 
berta, The Agricultural schools, 
the Institute of Technology and 
Art in Calgary, the sanitoria, 
Court Houses, and Titles’ Of- 
fices, Jails. Mental Hospitals, 
Treasury Branches and Liquor 
Stores are other examples of 
public buildings coming under 
the jurisdiction of the Depart- 
ment. 

Within the past few years 
the Department has adopted a 
policy of centralizing Alberta 
Government offices for the 
convenience of the public. This 
is being carried out with the 
construction of “Provincial 


Buildings” in many towns and 
smaller cities throughout Al- 
berta 


Construction work by the De- 
partment today is usually con- 
fined to institutions and small- 
er undertakings, while the 
larger projects are handled by 
tenders. In certain cases, key 
craftsmen are sent from Ed- 
monton, and other necessary 
labor is hired locally. 

During 1953, the total ex- 
penditure for biuldings and 
maintenance by the Depart- 
ment totalled $10,467,034. Of 
this sum, about 71 per cent Was 
for construction, 23 per cent 
for maintenance, and six per 
cent for furnishings and equip- 
ment, 

Over the years from 1948 to 
1953, the amount expended on 
construction was $32,708,000, 
for maintenance $11,286,000, 
With $3,222,578 spent on fur- 
nishings and equipment. The 
total for the six years was 
$47,216,490. 

These expenditures provided 
and equipped many public 
buildings for which an urgent 
need had long been apparent, 
and included Provincial Build- 
ings at seven Alberta centres; 
Engineering Building, Ruther- 
ford Library and Students’ 
Union Building at the Univer- 
sity of Alberta; the Fairview 
Schoo) of Agriculture; Aber- 
hart Memorial Sanitorium; Al- 
berta Office Building, Calgary; 
Civil Defence Building, Edmon- 


ton; Cancer Clinic, Cerebral 
Palsy Clinic, New Land Titles’ 
Building and the Administra- 
tion Building, also located in 
Edmonton. 

Under the Maintenance 
Branch of the Department 


comes a large number of car- 
penters, electricians, plumbers, 
caretakers and groundsmen. 
The Carpenter Shop turns out 
about $10,000 worth of furni- 
lure for government offices 
each month, The Paint Shop 
maintains a staff of 24 persons, 
while about 12 men are employ- 
ed in the metal shop of the 
Wepartment, Fourteen plumb- 
ers are responsible for the 
maintenance of plumbing and 
heating in Government build- 
ings, and about 20 electricians, 
apprentices and helpers are re- 
quired to carry out wiring on 
new construction, as well as to 
maintain and repair wiring in 
existing offices. 

The Department of Public 
Works employs about 942 peo- 
ple for the construction and 
maintenance of Alberta Goy- 
ernment Buildings scattered 
throughout the Province, Up- 
on them falls the responsibility 
of providing public buildings 


and giving these buildings the 
care they require.
